JUSTICE FOR OFFICE-HOLDERS. 


The JUDGE has suggested that there are fre 
quently reasons for the removal of govern 
ment officials which might properly be given 
to senators immediately interested but which 
it might be improper to communicate to the 
senate as a body. 

On the other hand the refusal to communi 
cate reasons for removal brings suspicion and 


distrust upon good men who may be removed

What are we going to about it? What was

It naturally follows that men who are sent 
out of office are believed to have been guilty 
of some dishonesty which makes them un 
worthy of preferment; and their defence is 
impossible under the system of secrecy which 
the president has established. 

These are the two sides of the question 
which is agitating the executive mansion and 
the senate chamber; though between the two 
there is a great deal of sensitiveness as to ex 
ecutive and senatorial dignity, and not a little 
yearning on both sides for a partisan fight 
which shall have more or less to do with the 
polities of the not very remote future. What 
ever may be said of the merits of the case, the 
president has something of an advantage over 
his adversaries in the fact that the outs are out 
and the senate cannot restore them, and with 
the end of the session he can fill their places 
to suit himself, confirmation or no confirma 
tion. This was done by President Hayes in 
the case of Collector Arthur, and indeed has 
been done often, to the discomfiture, it may be 


| added, of every era of good feeling that has 


lifted its timid head for a moment above the 
turbulence of politics. It has been called the 


| snap game, and that is the game it is; but 


both sides of the political establishment have 
been guilty of it and will be guilty of it again 
The question of justice to ex-office-holders is 
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the main one under discussion, however, and 
it must be admitted that the president is de 
plorably inconsistent in declaring that he will 
make no removals except for cause and then 
refusing to make public the causes for re 
movals. Every man who goes out under the 
circumstances goes under a cloud, though 
there may not be a dishonest hair in his head. 
It is a mixture of mugwumpery and official 
secrecy Which is vastly threatening to every 
office-holder, and brings up the proposition 
that public office is not somuch a publie trust 
asameans to public distrust and suspicion. 
Let the president drop his mugwump foolish- 
ness or let him unclose his lips and vindicate 
the good names of such honest men as have 


been removed solely for partisan reasons.

John B. Gough made very large money by 
adopting and sticking to a principle. He was 
entitled to every penny he made, and at the 
same time it has always puzzled the JUDGE to 
know how he could have been so infernally 
bad for a few years and so strongly and con 
scientiously able and good for so many. His 
little experience in the slums was his capital 
rightly enough, however. His imagination 
was as broad as his ability as an actor, and he 
probably invented much of his humiliation the 
better to impress his audiences.

He had too much common sense, He 
saw his opportunity with his first effort at 
speech making, and he proposed all the sacri 
fice which men who want to succeed are will 
ing to undergo. Drunkards are not made of 
the kind of stuff of which Mr. Gough was 


composed, They have not that gentleman's 
firmness or his ability from any point of 
view. There is the disease of appetite, which 
Mr. Gough never had. There is the weakness 
of will, of which he had not the slightest 
conception. It is common to say of men who 
are addicted to inebriation, ‘‘They would be 
great but for this affliction:” but the truth is 
that in most cases they could not be great in 
any event, and if they were great—if they 
were men like Mr. Webster or Stephen A 
Douglas or others of their kind they would 
be great in spite of it. 

Let us throw aside the pity for lost or handi 
capped genius which is supposed to be lost or 
compromised through addiction to the inebria 
ting liquid. The drunkard is a weak man 
however good he may be, and if he were to b 
totally sober at all times he would still be 
weak, There has been too much of that mor 
bid sympathy; and nothing is more certain 
than that John B. Gough would have won 
his way, from the firmness which belonged 
to his nature, if he had never drank a drop 
or if he had been a habitual drinker all his life. 
He was a great orator and a thoroughly con 
scientious man; that is enough to Say of him, 
without making any reference to the mostly
